2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2. 1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 
An exhaust as purification system for the exhaust gases of an internalcombustion 
engine comprising ab oxidation catalyst (4) and a downstream particulate filter 
(50) where an hydrocarbon adsorber (51) is arranged between the oxidation 
catalyst and the particulate filter. 

3 INDEPENDENT CLAIMS 6 AND 8 

3. 1 The same reasoning applies mutatis mutandis to the subject matter of the 
corresponding independent claims 6 and 8 therefore, subject-matter of claims 6 
and 8, is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT.
